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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statements have been received and considered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitations of 
claims 15,17,18 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 17,18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Regarding claims 17 and 18 it is unclear from the specification and drawings how the 
lateral port means are "covered near the end of the movement". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-10,14-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over AU 2003203440 (AU '440) in view of Thornhill '160 and Bourcier De Carbon '898.. 

Regarding claims 1 , AU '440 shows a very similar shock absorber to that of 
applicant's in figures 10-12, as readily apparent from the drawings. 
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Lacking in AU '440 is a substantial difference in cross sections of the first and 
second parts containing the chambers and the limitation of the direction of the fluid flow 
as controlled by the valves. 

Thornhill shows a device similar in construction to that of AU '440 having first 10 
and second 16 parts containing chambers. These parts differ substantially in cross 
section along with the chambers they contain. Note also the valve arrangement at 
38,41. 

De Carbon shows a similar valve construction at A and B along with lateral 
passages a and b controlling the fluid flow as per applicant's. 

One having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have found 
it obvious to have made the modifications taught by Thornhill and De Carbon to that of 
AU '440 simply to adjust the damping characteristics to a predetermined application 
since such a modification would not affect the intended functioning of the device, given 
the alternative embodiments shown in AU '440. 

Regarding claims 2-10, as taught by the combined teachings of the references 
above, these requirements are met. 

Regarding claim 15 cooling fins applied to the exterior of the shock absorber 
housing is an idea that is old and well known in the art. See for example the patents to 
Ellis or Homme. 

7. Claims 1 1 -1 3,20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
(AU '440) in view of Thornhill '160 and Bourcier De Carbon '898 as applied to claim 7 
above, and further in view of Julia '961 . 
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Regarding claim 11-13 ,20 although AU '440, as modified, lacks showing the 
pressurized gas cushion means and the motion damping means being formed of 
separate units such an idea is old and well known in the art, as taught by Julia in figures 
1 and 3. 

One having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have found 
it obvious to have made the pressurized gas cushion means and the motion damping 
means formed of separate units to make installation of the absorber easier in certain 
vehicle configurations or to make changing these components out easier for repair. 
Conclusion
